PRESSURE from several sources has finally persuaded me to 
break silence over an "experience" I had a while ago invol¬ 
ving certain "unearthly sights" and "humming sounds". 

The recent spate of sightings of unidentified flying obje¬ 
cts has in no was encouraged me to rfiake the following weird 
but true account up. I consider myself to be a rational hu¬ 
man being, and that there is an explanation for most so- 
called "inexplicable" phenomena. Besides I had a witness, 
and my wife and I—feel we must reveal all. We were travel¬ 
ling in an easterly direction near Eraley Moor. It w^s a 
clear evening; night was falling, the air was still.°wi a ?ad 
both been to a"party" and were both "paralytic" would be a 
gross exaggeration. It happened. My attention was distract¬ 
ed by a perfectly vertical row of red, circuit objects, 
staring unblinkingly down upon me from positions between 
ono hundred and six hundred feet in the sky. I confess I 
was terrified. They were stationary at the time,and a slight 
hum could be discerned, coming from their general direction, 
upon the night air. I stumbled out of my vehicle on to the 
grass verge,followed by my wifo.Ily wife then looked out in 
a north-westerly direction across Huddersfield, and noticed 
a similar set of red glowing objects, piled, one atop the 
other,as it were, near Pole Moor. Then I happened to look 
southwards,and, three or four miles away, I saw yet another 
set of lights, pulsating mysteriously in the gathering 
gloom. These lights, we estimated, hung above the horizon 
near Holme Moss. We concluded that all 3 'objects’ were 
somehow communicating, and that they were waiting for some 
extraterrestrial Power to set them in motion, perhaps to 
destroy the world as we know it. However nothing happened. 

We waited for several hours indeed, until daybreak, having 
been struck by a strange, dreamlike tiredness of mind and 
body. As dawn rose, we noticed that the lights faded and 
disappeared. Naturally we plan to file reports to the 
Aetheriu3 Society and to the British UFO Research Assoc¬ 
iation.

WAS THIS BOY BURNED BY A PLYING SAUCER ? from TERRY 
GREENWOOD? Stookholm-a press report of unknown hut 
recent dates (newspaper not known) 

REPORTS of two mysterious balls of light which appeared 
in the sky over Sweden are baffling the authorities. 

The riddle began with a report from Finnish schoolboy 
Eero Lammi who claimed he had been knocked down by a 
"beam of light". He was pn his way home to Uleaborg,on 
the Finnish side of the Swedish frontier, when he saw a 
ball of light move across the border from Sweden and 
appear to land in a heabby field. 

"I went to look at it," he said, "but suddenly, a ray 
of light seemed to beam out from it and I felt a sear¬ 
ing pain in my chest and everything went black." Even his 
parents thought it was a prank until a doctor found the 
hoy had slight burns on his chest...and hack. 

At the Swedish Military High Command, which investigates 
all Reports of UFO sightings, Colonel Bertil Eriksson 
saidf "We do not know how it happened. We have been unable 
to trace anybody else in the area who saw anything unus¬ 
ual on that day." The second repoet came from a univers¬ 
ity student, bird watching, near Tiveden,400 miles south 
of the boarder. His description tallied exaotly with the 
measurments given by the Finnish youth,Mr. Sture Wickerts, 
UFO expert and research chief at the headquarters of the 
Swedish Defence Intelligence Organisation said* "The stu¬ 
dent's name is not being released at the moment, he ia a 
technical student and was very precise with his descript¬ 
ion. He was using binoculars and saw a round object with 
pulsating lights lift into the air.

SOLDIER 

CAPTURED BY UF O 

via Carol Halford Watkins 
From the National Enquirer USA: 
In one of the strangest UFO sig¬ 
htings on record, a Chilian soli 
er who disappered in an eerie 
violet glow,apparently lost five 
days from his life—in 15 minute 
The soldier, a corporal, went t* 
investigate a powerfly}., violet> 
oval-shaped light that suddenly 
appeared one night hovering near 
his unit’s outpost. All the memk 
ers of the unit saw it and stoot 
startled, in combat readiness. 

When the corporal returned, 15 
minutes later, his mind was a 
blank, his calendar watoh had 
advanced by five days-and he hai. 
a sudden, five day growth of bea 
on his face! 

"All I remember is walking bb ay 
from my soldiers towards the 
-then I lost my mind." said Cor- 
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poral Armando Valdes. /They say I disappearod like 
magic. All I oan say is something called me. It was an 
internal oommunioation between the light and myself. 

"When I returned, the date on my watch had gone for¬ 
ward five days in 15 minutes. 

"They tell me I looked like I hadn’t shaved for five 
days. " 

"Ho seemed out of his mind and did not recognize any¬ 
body. " Cpl. Valdes then fell unconcious. While the men 
were attending him, the UFO disappeared, sometime be¬ 
tween 6$30 and 6s45 a.m. When Valdes recovered, he 
mounted a horse and galloped to the tiny village of 
Putre,l^- miles away, in order to tell l’.;; story to 
schoolteacher Pedro Araneda, formerly a lecturer at 
the University of Chile. Arang&a told the ENQUIRER s 
i'The coropral felt I was the only one who would be 
able to explain the mystery. I was surprised at his 
appearance, because he had a beard of around six or 
seven days'growth and I knew the soldiers had to shave 
-every day. I took my camera and tape recorder to the 
soene. All the men there to^d the same story. 

"I believe because I was in the area two or three 
hours after it happened and they all said the same 
thing. They were all shocked—-almost in a state of 
panic." 

Colonel Rene Escquriza, assistant to President Pinoc¬ 
het, told the ENQURIERs "These men are now confined 
to barracks and undergoing a series of medical and 
psychiatrio tests while we check their" stories. 

"The doctors have advised that we ^wait until the tests 
are complete before putting the oorporal under hypnosis 
to see if we can find out what happened while he was mi¬ 
ssing for 15 minutes. It is a very strange story." 
Reporter Luis Maturana of the Daily newspaper La Estrella 
in the nearby city of Arica told uss "I interviewed the 
soldiers 20 days after the sighting, and spent at least 
two hours with tho corporal. My impression is that he is 
a very normal man, However, his nerves are under great 
pressure and he says he still sees the light (from the 
UFO) ! 

"He headed out into the darkness that night jfo approach 
the UFO. The men went after him but he seemed to have 
disappeared. Then he was suddenly behind them, in the 
open area near the campfire. The j had not hearq him 
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moving, yet .they insist $hat because of rocks on the 
ground they always make noise when they walk. " 

Juan Faunder of Group Invest Espacial, a Chilean UFO 
investigative organization, saids "There have been many 
other UFO sightings in Chile but this was the most speo- 
taoular because of the ohange in the corporal’s appeal^ 
ance. 

"This sighting encourages me for the first time to belie¬ 
ve that UFOs are visitors from outer space. The fact that 
the oorporal’s watch went five days forward suggests that 
he may have been taken aboard the craft—and that the 
craft has a faster time zone. It's a very important inci¬ 
dent. " 

(The military government of Chdle told The ENQUIRER that 
it takes a serious view of the incident and on orders from 
the very top, further interviews with the soldiers have 
been prohibited. But the Enquirer obtained a permit to 
travel to the area where the UFT3 was sighted and to speak 
to the many witnesses connected with the incredible incid¬ 
ent. It started at about 3.50 am April 25 1977 near a sec¬ 
ret 'army post at Pampa Lluscoma, close to the Eolivian 
border, where a patrol was on duty. The men were stunned 
to see, just 1,600 ft. away, the oval object, some 230 ft. 
in circumferenoe,£nd bathing a wide area in bright violet 
light. At eaoh end of the object were two small revolving 
red discs. It was a moonless night. The men were terrified. 
"Our corporal told us that we must believe in God and that 
nothing was going to happen to us." said soldier Raul Vas- 
quez in a statement recorded on tape before the, military 
ban was slapped on. "The objeot oertainly didn't belong 
to anything on this planet," he declared. "The oorporal 
went toward it and when he reappeared he was trembling 
and laughing with a different voice." ’’‘.V ‘ ' 

He said a strange thing, ab'ctordihg to' Vhsqtiezs "loti don’t 
know who we are or where we come from but we will be 
back soon!" Soldier Ivan Robles saids "The light illum¬ 
inated thd whole area. Our corporal disappeared, for 15 
minutes. He was well shaven when he went away but he came 
baok looking as though he had not shaved for at- least five 
days. A truth-detecting machine was used on the soldiers 
which was so reliable that its results have been used in 
legal proceedings or accepted as court evidence in 14 st¬ 
ates. The evaluation wass "Valdes and his men are telling 
the truth. They believe what they a£e .sayings"3aid C.R. 
MoQnston,the developer of the device."It appears there 
was something there."

The RAF said in May 1977 * "There have been a flood of these 
reports. The ground sightings do not, in time or place,fit 
in with our operations." 

"Neither do the descriptions of spacemen fit with the pro¬ 
tective clothes used by oil refineries in the area. 

"We aocept the possibility of life in outer space.But non 
of our radar units can explain these sightings." But a 
spokesman added later: 

"We sometimes tow a target three and a half miles behind 
some aircraft. The target may appear to be dissociated 
from the towing aircraft." It could therefore seem like 
a flying saucer.

Mr, Williams also saw a "flying saucer" shaped object a- 
gain on Wednesday afternoon. It, too, was like soup plate

Brighouse traffic warden Mr. Gooff Taylor believes he 
may know the answer to the "sightings". Ho suggests that 
they could be caused by the sun shining on.the windows•. . 
of a moving vehicle and being reflected off cloud to give 
an optical illusion. 

Strange objects in the sky were also reported by other 
Calderdale people last.Friday. One description tallied wi- 
ith that of Mr. Williams and another puzzled observer told 
of an arange, glowing wheel-shaped object moving at slow 
speed. 

CNK SAYS: I don't buy the reflection suggestion. No way 
can reflections from glass be reflected thousands of feet 
onto cloud, for a start, it may be absorbed by the cloud 
texture itself. Although a heliograph can travel thousands 
of yards, miles etc., I still think in this case it would 
be impractible to suggest these UFOs were reflections and 
taking on dish-shaped images. If it were, then why has it 
not occured on a regular basis. We can only wait and SEEl 
Luring the 1977 flap, many newspapers were indulging in the 
UFO enigma, sparked off by The Film Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind. In this respect reader Bob Blomville(now Bob 
Bloomfield) sent in an interesting news clip which wo shall 
examine next time, with some exciting UFO photos. Here then 
for NOVEMBER 1977 all this took place: 

EARLESFIELD S.W. London .(source DAILY EXPRESS) 

For 30 minutes residents watched a column of light reachi¬ 
ng up an estimated 3,000ft. Local Police saw it too. Insp¬ 
ector Des. Condon (that rings a hell), described it as "a 
perfect pillar..I'vo never seen anything like it.'It glowed 
with a blieleh haze and stayed motionless. " 

CNK SAYS: Sounds like an aurorae borealis of some descrip¬ 
tion! ( ?) These are normally seen at the poles of the EartJj. 
SALISBURY, Wiltshire. PC Chis Baziro and WPC Vivienne white 
on a panda patrol saw " what appeared to be a flying sauc¬ 
er" 500-700ft over Salsisbury Plain. It was, they said, " 
oblong with a domed top and flat bottom. It was travelling 
very slowly at first. Suddenly it shot off at tremendous 
speed leaving a vapour trail,"

JETS CHASE U.FO 

Although CNK billed this sighting-jet chase for 1978 
we discovered it occured on November 1st 1976 or so. 

As we have only just heard about it, here’s the story 
taken from several sources including UFO NACHRICHTEN 

Germany;- _____ 

Teheran. Iranian authorities confirmed that two Phantom 
jets dhased a flying saucer over the capital on Saturday. 
The two pilots reported that they were chased,in turn,by 
the mystery object. They took off, after Mehrabad civil 
airport controllers saw a round object emitting red,blue, 
and green light. The Teheran press quoted the pilots as 
saying they intercepted the saucer and it shot off at 
several times the speed of sound, only to return and pur¬ 
sue them. VJhen the pilots tried to open fire on it, their 
electrioa! and radio communication systems were suddenly 
paralysed,they said. They described it as being ha3.f the 
size of the moon, as seen from Earth, but throe tines as 
bright. And also they saw a 15 -foot circular object bri¬ 
efly leave the mother-ship to land h cf Teheran. A 
search by helicopters found nothing.

THERE was something glowing in the sky above the land of 
the Peacock Throne, too dazzinly to be a planet, too st¬ 
eady to be a star. The duty officer at the Irar.nian Air 
Force called the Assistant Deputy Commissioner B. G.You- 
sefi. He made the decision.to scramble the jets, from 
Shahrokhi Air Force base. At 1,30 a.m. jjyhe Phantom str¬ 
eaked away on its mission, heading north.The brilliant 
light was 70 miles away. In five minutes it was half¬ 
way there.Thirty miles to go. At that point all comm¬ 
unications and instrumentation systems suddenly stopped 
working on the aircraft. The pilot decided to return to 
base. As he did so the instrumentation etc., returned. 

At 1.40 a.m. a second Phantom took off and flying con¬ 
siderably faster than sound headed for the UFO. It pass¬ 
ed the point where the first aircraft had lost its ele¬ 
ctronics systems, but ac it closed the object began to 
accelerate away. On the Phantom's radar it appeared to 
be the same size as a 707 passenger aircraft.
